The question of inter- 
marriage is no new one. 
In the (lays after the re- 
liirti from Halo Ionian 
eaptivitv it called forth 
not only discussion, but 
ei-i lesia.«lical disi ipline. 
The b<x>k of Ruth had 
never been written had the opponents of intermarriage been more mod- 
erate in their attitude to offen.lers. .Mni.ist 3,000 vears have passed 
since tlun, and the old, vexatious problem still retnains unsolved. 

ITie question is many-sided. In a few sentences it is impossible 
to argue it in its entirety. It is a social tpiestion : it is a religions ques- 
tion. It is an impersonal problem ; it is a personal problem. As a so- 
cial question, the advantages of intermarriage are apparent. Soeial 
prejudices must melt and social barriers nnist disappear when tbe iloser 
relations of peoples who for generations have misunderstood each other 
bring the one to view with sympalhctk eyes tbe otatona and traditions 
of the other. 

.^s an impersonal problem the argumeaU take another form. With 
tbe Jew the preservation of the race and kiyalty to the religion demand 
that fcws shall marry within the fold. All churches of tbe western 
wr.rld are recruited from the ranks of proselytes except the Jewish 
church. The Jew has no faith in the proselyte. The history of thou 
sands of years shwws that with starlliiiKlv few e\iepii..iis converts frf.iti 
Judaism lo Christianity have Uken thi.s step impelletl by material ad 
vantages only. Converts to Judaism are and have ever been a negligible 
(|naniity ; the chnrcb has never sotlght them. If, then, the Jews would 
survive, they must refrain from intermarriage. The defection of a few, 
even of a few thousands, will not affect the result, but should intermar- 
riage become general, the ancient race tnd the andent faith muit in time 
disapiHar. 

As a personal problem I can speak clearly. I disajiprove all inter- 
marriage between Jew and non-Jew. I would keep my race unmixed 
and my religion pure. That among all the nations of the I'.ible ilu- Ji w- 
ish akine has survived is prtxjf that its mission as a people has not yet 
been fulfilled. I ntil all the world shall acknowledge the fatherhood of 
God anil tbe brotberhjxxl of man, until the prophecy of .Micah shall 
have been fulhiled, "Nation shall not lift up a sword against nation, 
neither shall they learn war any more ' ; until the day comes when "error 
shall l)e no more," when, as taught by Hillel almost a c<ntiirv before 
the coming of Jesus, we shall "Do not tiiat to another that we would not 
have done unto us," C.otl and the world still need the Jew. Truth and 
morality — aye! dod himself— were piven to the world by the Jew. Hate 
■n«l j>ersecution have driven many Jews from their moorings, and they 
b.i \ • drifted far from the teachingt of their foith. All the heavier, then, 
rests the r,blii,'.nti"n u[)on the ptiTC-minded atiKMIg US tO reniaiti loval 
and true, socially the equal of all the world, but •• a race and a religion, 
B pcoftle afart.
